ROOSEVELT RACEWAY, LONG 
ISLAND, NY., July 29, 1972 — The 
Roosevelt Yamaha Gold Cup Half-mile 
was nine minutes of sheer excitement 
and probably the best dirt race of the 
season. Chuck Palmgren aboard his All 
American Racers Yamaha got the 
wreath, the champagne and the kiss 
ahead of Harley-Davidson riders Mert 
Lawwilland Mark Brelsford. 

Palmgren led lap one from the flag 
ahead of Don Castro (Yam) and Harley 
riders Larry Darr and Mert Lawwill with 
the best of the field close behind. Don 
Castro, finding his bike not quite strong 
enough for the horsepower battle, began 
to fade letting Darr move into second 
followed by Lawwill and Mark Williams 
(Tri). 

National points leader Mark 
Brelsford, who was in the back of the 
field at the start, immediately began to 
Pass everyone in sight, moving into fifth 
place on lap five and knocking off Mark 
Williams for fourth on the next lap. 

Darr was pressuring Palmgren, riding 
within two bike lengths on almost every 
lap waiting for an opening. On lap nine 
Darr found his opening in turn three 
and pulled ahead opening a slight lead 
over Palmgren-Lawwill-Brelsford who all 
appeared to be riding one long six 
wheeled bike. 

Up until lap sixteen it looked like 
Harley had found another winner, Darr 
rode wheel to wheel with Palmgren 
down the straights and thru the turns 
while being chased by Lawwill and 
Brelsford, who hung on like vultures 
waiting for someone’s last breath. 

Everyone was screaming and cheering 
so loudly that the rest of the field was 
almost forgotten. Castro, Kidd and 
Williams were having a duel of their own 
back in the pack to see who was fifth; 
Aldana lost it in turn two on lap fifteen 
sliding a long way before jumping back 
on to find himself in a one man race 
for last. Romero, Terry Dorsch, Larry 
Palmgren and Bill Eves just kept on 
motorin’. 

On lap sixteen, Palmgren went to the 
inside rail to slide under, Darr and take 
the lead for they finals four: Palmgren 





rd (87 hung ‘on tenaciously.

cracked the throttle on the front 
straight to open one of the longest leads 
of the race: a short-lived thirty yards. 
Lawwill and Brelsford moved into the 
place and show positions on lap 
eighteen with Darr in fourth followed 
by Kidd and Castro to the checkered 
flag. 

Dust and traction were the main 
problems with the artificial track 
surface where each corner called for a 
different technique topower through with 
a very narrow margin of error for those 
slipping outside the groove. 

Gary Scott looked like a sure bet to 
score points in his fifteenth National 
after tying Chuck Palmgren for fast 
Expert qualifying time. Turn three put 
an end to that. Scott went down in a 
long slide on the first lap of the first 
Expert heat and was closely followed 
into the outside rail by Ted Newton and 
Bill Eves. 

Eves pushed away for the restart 
while Newton, obviously in pain, was up 
walking and Scott was motionless while 
an ambulance crew decided how to 
move him. Scott ended up with a badly 
bruised shoulder but severely tweaked 
his bike. Newton suffered a dislocated 
thumb. 

Dick Mann ran away with the restart 
until a rear shock came loose and 
knocked the chain off three laps from 
the flag. Last year’s Gold Cup winner 
Dave Sehl had a sure transfer spot in 
heat two behind Chuck Palmgren and 
Don Castro until Gene Romero went 
underneath him in between turns one 
and two pushing Sehl to the outside. 

Larry Darr took a wire to wire win in 
the third heat but encountered some 
last lap pressure from Lawwill who had 
charged from sixth to second. Brelsford, 
Dorsch and Kidd transferred from the 
Semi. 

Bart Markel got back into action at 
Long Island. Bart says he feels pretty 
good and will be racing the rest of the 
season. One young Expert remarked, 
“He rides like he hasn’t missed a race.” 
That’s the way Bart is.

and bang, your foot peg comes off 
knocking your chain loose and you 
spend the rest of the last half lap 
running and pushing as you watch 
eleven riders truck on by. Happiness is 
having the Director of Competition tell 
you they ran one lap too many and you 
won after all. 

Disappointment is having the 
Competition Director tell you that the 
checkered flag you got was just a lap 
late and the scorers saw you pass the 
second place man on the extra lap and 
now, “Sorry, you're in third.” 

Sound impossible? Not if yow're Jim 
Rawls and yow're out of breath from 
pushing or yow're Scott Brelsford and 
you've just kissed first and second place 
money goodbye. 

Jim Rawls led the entire distance 
from start to finish although he wasn't 
sure and neither was anyone else for a 
long five minutes after the race ended. 

Rawls served notice that it was his 
race on the first lap. He took the 
outside groove off the line and outrode 
Bill Field (Nor) and Ramon Perez (Tri) 
diving from the high side to take the 
lead. 

Jim Houston (Tri) and Mike Johnson 
(Tri) moved in second and third along 
the back stretch with Brelsford moving 
into fourth ahead of Field on lap four. 
Brelsford got off the line slowly but 
once he got the throttle cracked open, 
he ran his own race cutting an easy path 
through traffic. 

Brelsford moved into third on lap 
nine passing Johnson, almost losing it 
on the back stretch, then scooting into 
turn three with third place for good. 
Brelsford rode on Houston's rear wheel 
but couldn't find an opening. Fourth 
place was a blanket race between 
Johnson and Cummings until they came 
by the Start/Finish line on lap eleven 
side by side with Johnson giving way 
going into turn one and putting 
Cummings into fourth for the final laps. 

Keeping everyone honest and waiting 
for a chance that never came were 
Triumph riders Wayne Wood, Steve

Motorcycle competition, even 
amateur competition, has become so 
fierce in the last few years that there is 
hardly such a thing as a “stock” 
machine in any event. First, it was the 
engines that got all the attention in the 
effort to get more out of the 
motorcycle. Just about when everybody 
was tuning to the point that they were 
holding their breath to see if the heavily 
breathed-on mills would blow up before 
they finished an event, some clever devil 
discovered that you can make a bike go 
faster if it handles better. Then 
suspension was the big thing. Stock 
forks were reworked or replaced with 
specialized, heavy-duty competition 
models. The search for the perfect 
shock absorber began and still goes on. 
Shocks and forks were built and raced 
for very special competition use. 

Then somebody figured out that the 
core of a good handling motorcycle was 
the frame that holds the engine, shocks 
and forks together. Nowadays, if you 
don’t have a special trick frame for your 
motocross machine, another one for 
your flat tracker, and still another one 
for your road racer, forget it. You aren’t 
going to be finishing among the front 
runners because you can’t make that 
machine comer as fast, stop as fast, 
accelerate as fast or track as true as the 
guys that do have the hot frame set-ups. 
Even the days of cutting and welding 
the stock units are definitely numbered 
so far as the serious or would-be serious 
racer is concerned. A whole new item is 
what you need and, as soon as you can 
afford it, what you get to go racing. 

The Cycle Factory in Sacramento, 
Cal. has been hep to this for some time 
and one of their best current outputs is 
a frame for the 250 Bultaco, specifically 
designed for smooth track competition. 
It is not a compromise frame for an 
all-purpose bike. The basis for its 
construction and design is to come up 
with the best frame for getting a 
Bultaco to turn left on flat surfaces. It’s 
proven itself about the best in doing 
this. Joe Henry’s win of the Silver Cup 
Indoor Short Track in Phoenix is part 
testimony to this. He has also been one 
of the top contenders at Fremont 
Raceway. The frame works well for 
scrambles also, but was not designed 
specifically for this. It’s a flat track 
frame and that’s what it does well. 

The prototype frames have been 
tested in competition for nearly a year 
as of this writing and there have been 
zero frame failures. They are sturdy. 
The testing was conducted on tracks 
from 1/8 mile to 5/8 mile in length. 
Short trackers and half-milers have both 
used it successfully.

Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about it is that it doesn’t compare with 
the stock Pursang frame in geometry or 
general appearance. However, the stock 
Pursanf forks, tank, pipe and seat fit 
right on. The wheelbase is adjustable 
from 52 to 54.5 inches with large 
eccentric cams at the rear axle. It’s an 
“at the track” job to make the 
adjustment, if you.need to. Overall bike 
stability is enhanced by relocating the 
engine 3- inches lower in the Cycle

Factory frame than on the stock 
Bultaco. The frame and ‘swing arm 
weigh in at 20 pounds. This saves about 
16 pounds over the stock frame. It is 
not all that light but remember that 
there have been no failures, either. 

Most riders have noted the same 
general categories of improvements over 
the stock Bultaco and commented 
accordingly : 

They get better starts due to lessened 
wheelspin. The frame geometry is 
designed to promote rear wheel transfer 
under hard acceleration. This also helps 
in getting better drives coming out of 
turn, another feature most of the 
prototype riders liked. There is more 
control of the bikes’ direction going

into the tum with less tendency to 
“push” the front wheel. This lets a rider 
come into a turn faster with the same, 
or better, control. 

Finally, and as should be expected 
from a trick frame, it increases rider 
ability to pick a line through a tum, 
steer onto it and stay on it. Of course, 
the rider still has to find the fastest line, 
but a good-handling machine sure helps, 

The construction material is 4130 
alloy tubing and when it’s nickel plated, 
the frame and swing arm will cost you 
$385. That’s in the ballpark with other 
quality racing frames. No dealer 
discounts, no special deals. You pay for 
what you get. Straight and simple. It 
helps Buls go faster, and that’s pretty 


fast.

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TED LAPADAKIS

Back in June of 1969 a 125 DKW 
(then called a Sachs) placed 10th overall 
in a D-37 Hare and Hound. That was the 
highest finish by a 125 in the desert up 
to that time. Ted Lapadakis was riding 
it. In July of 1972, a 125 DKW won a 
D-37 Hare Scrambles overall with young 
Tom Brooks aboard. You can't finish 
higher than that. Ted Lapadakis 
sponsored it. 

It seems like it’s been a long time 
coming, but a 125 lightweight has been 
closer to winning overall in the fiercely 
competitive Southern California desert 
more often than most people realize. It 
was no fluke when Jeff Wright and Bill 
Friant brought their 175 Puch in 
one-two, also under Ted’s sponsorship. 
Ted Lapadakis is the sort of man who 
doesn’t rely on flukes. He has a way of 
making those sort of unlikely things 
happen. He doesn’t believe this will be 
the last overall win for a 125. And he 
has reason and the years of perspective 
to know. 

Ted Lapadakis’ involvement with 
competition motorcycles transcends 
two eras of off-road competition. He 
rode, and won in the face of now almost 
legendary competition, in the era of the 
big British twins. He still exhibits a 
certain fondness for the stripped down, 
desert-prepared Triumph and BSA and 
Matchless twins of that not so long ago 
time. But he is definitely not a man who 
is living in the past. 

He pioneered the lightweights in 
desert racing, starting back in 1958 
mainly, as he tells it, because “It’s more 
fun to beat the big bikes with the little 
bikes.” He imported the Bartali 175s 
and 125s from Italy. Everybody laughed 
at the little machines, and they did look 
rather strange compared to the other 
equipment then being campaigned in 
the desert, and all dirt events for that 
matter. But the little Italian trailbikes, 
for that's all they really were, didn't do 
all that badly and the ground had been 
Sager ccs , 
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The 1969 US ISDT Team, mounted on DK 
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broken for the seed of an idea that 
wouldn't bear fruit until more than ten 
yeras had passed, 

Ted’s foresight regarding the 
potentials of lightweight competition 
machines actually predates. the Bartali 
Desert Racing Team. The first 
lightweight, by the standards of those 
days, that he raced was a rigid frame 
Dot in 1953. Everybody kind of 
snickered at that, too, but he finished 
eighth overall. He was hooked. There 
followed a series of thumpers, including 
a Matchless, and a very trick handbuilt 
BSA. He was running very hard in the 
1955-56 seasons, taking some firsts 
overall on a TR-6. It seemed that Ted 
was always leading a race, to the smoke 
bomb, or even to the gas check but it 
was a standing joke among the desert 
riders that Ted tended to “sizzle out’’. 
He agrees, admitting to never being in 
the shape he should have been to keep 
out front. 

A headline in Motor Cycling News 
back in. November 1962 reads 
“Lapadakis Batters ‘Who’s Who’ Field”. 
It goes on to tell about how Ted got an 
overall win in a D-37 Hare Scrambles 
with a broken fork tube. Below him on 
the finisher list are names like Don 
Surplice, Eddie Mulder, Larry Berquist, 
Mike Patrick, Max Switzer, Steve Hurd, 
Dick Vick, and Dave Evans. It seems 
that he was able to keep out front of 
those guys at least a few times. Ted 
admits that he could only really get 
himself up and out for the big events 
that were likely to be good runs with a 
big expert field. > 

But that’s not really Ted Lapadakis’ 
story, at least not all of it. He has to be 
seen in more than one context to getan 
understanding of what he’s done in 
motorcycling. 

A long drive through the horse 
ranches and horse 
ranches-turned-housing-tracts out to the 
hot northwest tip of the San Femando 
Valley, north of Los Angeles, will bring 
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you to a large, modern building with 
HERCULES written on the front (if 
you take all the right turns). 

The building and the whole area are 
new and fresh, built in the last two 
years as people fill -up every corner of 
the LA megalopolis. Escorted down 
carpeted halls, through offices, to a 
large, paneled, high-ceilinged office, you 
kind of get prepared for an “executive” 
scene. Behind a football field -sized desk 
and replica cutaways of Sachs engines 
sits a sun-tanned man in a short-sleeved 
sportshirt. His manner is easy-going, his 
greeting somewhat -reserved but 
straightforward. A definite feeling that 
you are not going to be shucked comes 
across. It’s Ted Lapadakis, back from a 
business trip to Europe. 

We begin. by diving into an 
unstructured collection of faded photos, 
old newspaper clippings and some more 


‘recent professional looking pictures of 


bikes, cars, and famous names in 
motorcycling. 
Faded sepia tints show Ted’s 


father-in-law cowtrailing in the Santa 
Monica mountains on an ancient Indian 
V-twin; pictures of now-classic dragsters 
of the late 1940’s that Ted built and 
raced (He had the fastest dragster in the 
U.S.); pictures of Eddie Mulder coming 
through the pits on his front wheel; 
pictures of Ted coming into the pits 
with his rear wheel around his neck for 
a seventh overall; desert scenes with 
crewcut guys and pickups; the 1968 
ISDT in Italy, it goes on this way for 
hours. Out of it all you get a pretty fair 
idea of what cross-country racing was 
like in the fifties and early sixties. But 
there’s more than just another desert 
racer’s memories behind this. 

Most of the names in the scrapbook 
are now legend, soem still compete at 
varying intervals, some have their own 
bike shops. Ted Lapadakis is the only 
name that is recognizable as a major 
improter and distributor, one of the 
current shakers and movers in the field. 
Building businesses around areas that he 
likes is almost a habit with him. From 
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Ted Lapadakis, in 1972, head of Hercules Distributing. He sponsors overall winners.

the dragsters, he went into repairing 
cars, then a new car agency. He liked 
bikes, so started importing bikes. The 
Bartali lightweights didn’t go, but the 
Triumphs that he imported did. 

In the early sixties, Ted’s Imports 
went into a limited production on 
40-incher dirt bikes. These were TR-6 
machines especially built for desert 
racing that you could buy right off the 
floor. This was a novelty. Up until then, 
you bought the stock Triumph, took 
the lights off and went to work yourself 
to make it desert-ready. The bikes were 
based on ideas that had proven out on 
the machines Ted had been preparing 
for himself. They must have been OK. 

“You find yourself running in the top 
ten, then maybe in the top five. Pretty 
soon, with some luck, you end up 
taking some first overalls. You move up 
to a different plateau of riding and you 
can usually find your way back up 
there.” He, like other good riders, 
makes it sound so easy when they win. 

He had seen that the days of the sleds 
were numbered, though. He was 
negotiating with the Swedish Consuiate 
in Los Angeles to import Husqvarna 
about 1965. Edison Dye was in Sweden 
and got his order in first. Ted had been 
in business for himself since he was 20 
at that point and thought he might not 
try working for awhile. He had already 
developed two successful businesses. 
Why not take a rest? 

But he got fidgety. Not working 
didn’t agree with him so he started 
dickering to import a 125cc 
German-made lightweight, then called 
the Sachs. (Even then, Sachs was built 
by the old German DKW motorcycle 
firm but the parent company, a sort of 
Deutschland General Motors was, and is, 
Fichel-Sachs.) It was quite a conversion 
for an old, and successful desert sled 
specialist to go to a_ ring-ding 
lightweight. It took some foresight to 
see the potential in the little machines 
from a factory whose volume business

Most folks would agree that 
cleaning up trash and course markers is 
reasonable, but what if a BLM agent 
decides that knocking over a cactus is 
not reasonable and deducts his estimate 
of its value from the promoter’s bond?

The German language has a word for 
it: Gelandesport, Which means 
competitive motorcycling over nature’s 
turf. Speaking that language with an 
Austrian accent, the new 175cc Puch is 
a slim, wiry Tyrolean with a muscle of 
an engine in a lithe, bolted frame. 

The huge, black fins fanning the 
cylinder first grab your eyes. There’s 
more heat exhange area here than most 
400cc jobbers need, but that’s to keep 
its cool on the hottest desert hill, or 
half-plugged with Michigan mud. 

Everything angles upward, out of the 
way of obstacles that tend to catch at 
levers, brake arms, exhaust pipes. The 
expansion chamber swells very slightly, 
like a snake that has just swallowed a 
salamander, then terminates in a %2.. 
stinger, indicating that it is tuned for 
high RPM. 

Overall, the Puch 175 looks like a 
great gawdamighty motocross contender 
(which it is). It is also a very fine 
cross-country machine. But in MX and 
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Hare Scrambles, it is generally classed 
with the 250cc bikes. Where a 175 
motor really comes into its own is in the 
growingly popular enduro. 

In a tough enduro, where being able 
to carry your machine often counts as 
much as its ability to carry you, a 175 is 
an ideal compromise. It can weigh very 
little, yet crank enough power to leap 
tall boulders with a 200 Ib. lardass 
aboard. If you are too big for a 125cc, 
yet physically out of condition for the 
250cc scooters, then probably the 175 
class is just right. 

Let’s see if the 1972 Puch is the 
one-seven-five for you. 

After leaving the fuel taps on all 
night owing to an inability to translate 
German (aufmeans on, I think), it 
nevertheless pops to life on the first 
poke. We are impressed by the 27mm 
Bing carburetor, for most others would 
have flooded the crankcase, calling for a 
nasty session of purging. The Puch also 
comes equipped with a compression 
release. 

The motor idles smoothly through

the efficient muffler. Germany is far 
ahead of everyone else in silencer 
design. It accepts the downward shift 
into first gear without hesitation. The 
gearbox and clutch performed 
delightfully throughout the 100-plus 
miles of our test. 

Unless the throttle is wound 
mercilessly, the engine tends to bog 
coming off the line. Some owners would 
lower the final drive ratio because of 
this, but a better modification would be 
to snap on a torque pipe if very much 
slow pulling is anticipated. 

Once under way, the 5-speed gearset 
overcomes all but slow trials-type 
demands of the rider. In very slow going 
you have to slip the clutch and keep on 
buzzing. Puchs prefer going fast and 
staying on the pipe is not much of a 
problem with them. The handling and 
suspension are ideally mated for 
travelling briskly over treacherous 
terrain. 

Speedshifts are a constant delight 
whenever steep hills appear and the feel 
of gripping the tall, slab-sided nylon gas 
tank is positively erotic to one’s knees. 
One of us banged that unique red tank 
on arock and it didn’t even scratch! 

The seat is too thin and narrow for a 
rider of large proportions. It is just a 
motocross pad. With leather pads on it 
is barely adequate; through thin Levis, it 
hurts. 

As an enduro tool, this test mount 
didn’t make it. Our particular machine 
was furnished by American Puch 
Distributing Co., which shares the U.S. 
market with Ted Lapadakis’ Hercules 
Distributing Co. Judging from the ads in 
Cycle News West, Ted’s product seems 
to be properly outfitted for enduro as it 
comes, but the American Puch had a 
lighting kit that is inadequate and just 
plain illegal in most states. It had no 
brake light, one beam, no hom, no 
battery and no speedometer lights. 
Toodling around the Swing Shift 
Enduro course on a moonless night, we 
had to run one or two gears lower than 
we used on the same course in daylight. 
This to keep the headlamp bright 
enough to see by. Until American Puch 
shapes up their electrics, better shop 
around for a Hercules dealer if you plan 
to go enduro-ing. 

The speedometer is a fine 
instrument, despite the wild optimism 
of its 140 mph range. It is as accurate as 
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BLUE

they come. The fastest we got out of 
the little bikewas 70 mphindicated on a 
slightly downhill power line. We admit 
that our nerves peaked a little earlier 
than the engine did. Geometry was 
steadily reassuring at every speed. 

At a suggested price of $970, the 
175cc Puch “Enduro” is a machine that 
can do everything important 
exceedingly well. With a few cheap 
modifications it should satisfy most dirt 
riders, whether tastes run to racing, 
trailing or timekeeping. It is a Gold 
Medal winner in the Six Days Trial, 
which proves that it can both dish it out 
and take it. When we say “Try it, you'll 
like it,” you’ll like it. Try it.

Time to get ready for the stretch run 
on the National circuit. Four riders will 
race it out to decide who will be the 
Grand National Champion this season. 
It is a pleasant turn of the wheel to see 
at least four riders rather than the usual 
two take the point race down to the 
wire. 

The four riders that are the 
contenders are Mark Brelsford for 
Harley-Davidson, Gary Scott, Triumph, 
Kenny Roberts, Yamaha, and Gene 
Romero, Triumph. The added flavor 
comes from the fact that Brelsford and 
Romero are the seasoned veterans while 
Scott and Roberts are first year rookie 
Experts. Of the four, only Romero has 
ever tasted the wines of the Grand 
National Champion in previous years. 

Eight positives and one probable 
National race remain. Brelsford and 
Scott are running nose to nose with 
Roberts trying to hang in there and 
everybody waiting for Romero to make 
his normal late season charge. 

Gene has won a total of eight 
National races since 1968. Seven of 
those eight wins came in August or 
Spetember, Romero has either ranked 
first or second in the points at the end 
of the season the last three years in a 
row! 

Brelsford has seven National wins. 
Only one has come after the month of 
July. Of course, three of those scores 
have happened this year with Mark 
getting the full backing from his factory 
now that he is the only hope of the 
entire Harley team to regain the title 
that has gone to BSA and Triumph four 
of the last five years. 

Of the four contenders, Gary Scott 
ranks as the only privateer entry in the 
race for Number One. He has scored a 
few points on a factory backed 
Kawasaki and once on a Triumph road 
racer but the great majority have come 
on his dealer-sponsored Triumph dirt 
machines and his privately-owned 
Yamaha road racer. 

If Scott can grab the title he will 
become the first rider to ever win the 
Number One plate without having full 
factory backing and support for an 


entire season. Being able to obtain one 
of those reliable Triumph Trident road 
racers for the final three pavement races 
of the year may be just the push he 
needs to get over the top. Scott is as 
good an all around racer as Brelsford or 
Romero and we give him the nod in the 
all around department over Roberts. 

Harley, Triumph and Yamaha will 
battle it down to the final race which 
will be the 250 miler at Ontario, 
California on Sunday, October 1. The 
point title, barring injuries will be 
decided by two or more riders in that 
event. Count on it. Individual 
predictions now? Not yet, too many 
things have been known to happen with 
more than five or six races to run. 

For years the cry has been for the 
AMA to enforce their rules. All of the 
current ones are thought of and voted in 
by the Competition Congress. Many of 
the old bad ones have been thrown out, 
also by the congress. One publication 
recently printed a short article giving 
the AMA -mud in the eye for not 
allowing a rider to road race with 
non-approved tires. The only 
requirement to gain approval is for a 
company to submit them to the AMA. 
How difficult. How easy it is to slam 
without getting the facts. 

Another company, very well known 
in lightweight racing events, has not 
even bothered to submit racing models 
for approval — for three years, Yet they 
send two men to the congress every 
year. The AMA is not always wrong but 
few ever bother to check and get their 
side of the story. It happens in more 
than just the competition realm. 

Biggest disappointment of the year 
was the Indianapolis National road race. 
Promoter, Harry Kelly, was heard to say 
that he always wanted to put on a 
“private” event. He did, to the tune of 
about thirty thou, so we are told. Too 
bad, as it was a first class promotion and 
far better than most of the current road 
races as far as before and during are 
concerned. Indiana is getting a blacker 
eye as Nationals have been tried in the 
past at Hammond, Terre Haute and 
Indy. ‘All have fallen by the wayside. 
The only one that shows promise is the

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mile at the Indy Fairgrounds and it 
takes a State Fair to keep that one alive.

Western National starter, Bob Malley, 
is still taking tumbling lessons and has 
stated that he will be able to do back 
flips halfway down the straightaway at 
Ontario by race time. The current 
starting procedures have cut down on 
‘‘Bouncing Bob’s’’ sometimes 
crowd-pleasing maneuvers, 

Atlanta fans can look forward to at 
least a request for a National Mile in 
Atlanta next year. Limited seating hurts 
the effort to pay a good purse and still 
make money. When was the last time 
the Southeast had a National? One of 
the last ones, a Half-mile, was an 
absolute dead tie for the win. There are 
still pictures around to prove it. How 
about 1948?

BULTACO FACES AMA BAN!

WESTERVILLE, OHIO, July 28, 1972 — Director of Competition Don Woods 
informed Cycle News that the AMA is considering banning another popular racing 
model from professional competition for the remainder of the year. The Honda 
250XL is presently banned because it has not been submitted for approval to the 
AMA Competition Congress. 

Bultaco’s 1972 Astro models were not submitted for approval either, although 
they meet all the other AMA requirements. According to Tom Patton of Bultaco 
Services, “the Astro was not introduced until after the Competition Congress met in 
October, 1971. It was not possible to submit specifications for approval at that 
time.” 

Woods stated that the ruling would go into effect “as soon as a letter is received 
from our office by all the regional and district referees.’ That letter, Woods added, 
should be sent early this week, Monday or Tuesday. Unless they change their minds. 

Meantime, Bultaco Astro owners should check with their referees before hauling 
to professional races this weekend, or else plan to ride under appeal. And AMA 
Congressmen should consider amending the old approval rule to allow for models

Salt Down

THE RACER'S BODY 

A question was posed in a recent 
issue of Cycle News concerning the use 
of salt tablets as a method of preventing 
heat exhaustion. As a physician who 
also does some desert racing, I feel that 
the commercially available solutions, 
such as Gatorade, are far superior to salt 
tablets for this purpose. 

These solutions, which approximate 
the composition of sweat lost during 
physical exertion, eliminate the problem 
of nausea often associated with salt 
tablets. Also, it has been noted that 
excessive salt tablets taken without an 
adequate amount of water can result in 
dangerously high levels of salt in the 
body. 

For example: if the rider should 
suffer a heat stroke, which in itself will 
cause salt retention, the combination of 
heat and salt can cause severe and 
permanent damage to some of the vital 
organs. 

There are several important points 
concerning heat and exertion which 
should be understood by the desert rider. 
Think of your body as an organic 
furnace constantly producing heat. If 
this heat is not released, the system will 
burn itself out. A prolonged desert race 
could produce enough body heat to 
elevate body temperature from the 
normal 98.6 degrees to well over 200 
degrees, were it not for heat regulation 
mechanisms. 

Sweat evaporation is the main 
method for cooling the skin. The lungs 
also help by pumping heat out of the 
body and into the atmosphere as you 
breathe. Another important factor in 
cooling the body is motion, I am sure 
we have all felt that familiar rush of 
weakness which occurs when, in the 
course of a race, we suddenly stop. This 
feeling subsides when motion is 
-resumed..

On the Cactus Cats’ course, which 
was pretty challenging with lots of 
twisty-turny stuff, some up-and 
down-hills and a smattering of rocks, 
Steve Holladay (Yam) led the 250 
Experts for a while, followed by Jim 
Fishback (CZ) and Larry Pfutzenreuter 
(Bul). On the second lap, Pfutz had 
passed Jim and was pulling up on 
Holladay. After the second lap it was

WHAT TO DO 
The above knowledge can be 
incorporated by the individual into a 


program designed to. reduce heat 
exhaustion. Such a program should 
include: 


1. Acclimating yourself by gradual 
exposure to the desert heat for 4-6 
weekends, riding at a reduced rate until 
your system adjusts to the change. 

NOTE: Weight loss during exertion is 
the best index of how a person is 
adjusting to the heat. If you lose 4-5 
Ibs., you will have lost about one quart 
of water and ten grams of salt in sweat. 
A weight loss of 10 Ibs. is considered 
dangerous. If possible, you should weigh 
yourself before and after a race. This 
would be a hassle, I know, but it would 
be useful. 

2. Increasing your intake of Gatorade 
or similar liquid-to replace what will be 
lost in a race. 

3. Wearing light colored, loose-fitting 
clothing which reflects the heat and 
permits air to circulate near your skin. 
NOTE: Here we must compromise 
because our protective gear does not 
permit this. However, do try to wear 
ventilated shirts with open-type collars 
and light colored leathers. 

4. Following a good athletic training 
program. 

Basically, I feel that most riders are 
not taking in sufficient fluid to replace 
what is lost during a race. For example, 
a marathon runner will lose a minimum 
of two quarts of sweat just to cool his 
skin. A man working hard in a tropical 
climate needs 10 quarts of water just to 
stay even. Of course, I do not suggest 
that we should drink 10 quarts of water 
just before a race! 

If we did that, they would have to 
rename the pit stops. It is, however, 
advisable to take in liberal amounts of 
fluids in the 24-hour period before a 
race, as well as a quart of Gatorade or 
whatever, one hours before the race. 
This is not a hard, fast rule. You can 
adjust your intake according to your 
individual needs.

It is a known fact that if you have 
more than one carburetor, one of the 
important parts of tuning the engine is 
synchronizing the opening of the 
throttles. If you have a twin and one 
carb is opening ahead of the other, it 
means that one cylinder is doing most 
of the work while the other is just 
coasting along for the ride. This not 
only means that you are not getting full 
power; but that you are overworking 
the cylinder that is doing all the work. 

Also, it can be off just a little and 
you may not notice the power loss, but 
the engine may wind up with one stuck 
piston due to the overwork. This is most 
apt to happen on a three cylinder 
machine where the lack of one cylinder 
doing its job would not be notice as you 
would have the other two pulling along. 

The most popular method of 
checking for carb sync is to remove the 
air cleaners and either look in and watch 
the slides as you open the throttle, or 
place your fingers in the orifice and 
touch the slides and do it by feel. I am 
of the school of thought that this is not 
the best way. By this I mean that what 
you are actually checking is to see that 
they are lifting off the throttle stop at 
the same time. This does not mean that 
they are lifting at the same time. To 
better make my point and explain it 
further, suppose. for some reason or 
other you have to adjust the idle screw 
on one carb a little higher than the 
other. Say you have a bad valve or the 
idle jet is plugged or whatever, you still 
have the slides at two different settings. 
At idle, this doesn’t hurt anything and 
sometimes this is necessary to obtain an 
even tickover. If you adjust your 
throttle cables so that they both lift off 
the stops at the same time, you are 
going to have thes 5 


hr 











the 500cc H-1. As you may or may not 
know, the F-5 and F-9 Kawasaki 
Bighorn 350 is a magneto Capacitor 
Discharge Ignition system. This gives the 
rider a fantastic spark to insure fire at 
the plug at all times. In fact the 
recommended plug gap is about .045 in. 
This system will take a CDI plug which 
is more commonly referred to as a 
surface-gap plug. This is the coldest 
possible spark plug that you can run 
into, but the spark put out by the CDI 


unit will fire it under the most 
demanding conditions. 
But where the riders made their 


mistake was in the type of CDI spark 
plug that they used. In the 500cc unit 
which has a battery operated CDI, the 
plugs used for this model have a slight 
space in the core of the electrode, this is 
called a booster-gap. What it does in lay 
man’s terms is provide an open gap 
within the plug itself that actually dams 
up the spark until it builds up enough 
force to jump this gap. When it does, it 
provides a much hotter spark at the plug 
than it would have originally. You 
applied the same principle when you 
pulled the plug wire from a spark plug 
that was fouled and held it a short 
distance from the plug to clean it out. 
What it did was provided a booster gap, 
so when it jumped the gap it would 
provide a hot enough spark to burn the 
fouled deposits. This was a popular trick 
to keep the Harley’s running in the old 





days when they would foul the rear 
cylinder. 

On the battery ignition CDI where 
you have a constant voltage factor, this 
booster gap is an asset, but on a 
magneto CDI, it is a liability. This 
booster gap causes the coil to overwork 
and eventually you will wind up with an 
electrical problem that will manifest 
itself to act like carburetion. 

The way you can tell the difference 
in these plugs is that on the ones for the 
battery operated systems the center 
electrode has a small hole through the 
center of it. By looking at the top of the 
plug, you should be able to see the hole. 
This hole is to ventilate the booster gap 
to avoid the spark jump from building 
up pressure in the gap and thus 
increasing the resistance (this happened 
on the first CDI plugs). The surface gap 
plugs that are safe to use in a Magneto 
CDI unit do not have this hole in the 
top. 

Champion has recently built a plug 
called a UL-17-V which is a booster gap 
plug but it has a wider gap between the 
center electrode and the plug body 
where the spark jumps to. This in effect 
gives you a greater plug gap setting 
which is much needed in the 350cc 
model. But, as I said, this plug has the 
booster gap and should not be used in 
the Bighorn as it comes from the box. If 
you wish to adapt one of these plugs, 
you can do as I have. I took a paper 


clip, straightened it out, and pushed it 
down the center of the breather hole. 
When it had bottomed out, I carefully 
soldered it to the very top of the plug 
and then trimmed down any excess. 
What I did by this was fill in the booster 
gap with the paper clip and allowed the 
spark to go directly to the firing gap. I 
have been running this same spark plug 
in my Bighorn for two years now and 
haven’t had a bit of problem with it. 

So, if you have been running one of 
these booster gap plugs in your machine 
and you appear to be having carburetion 
problems, you might get your coil 
checked, there is a good chance this 
could be your problem. 


350 KAWASAKI CARB COVER 

While on the subject of 350cc 
Bighorn Kawasakis, there is one other 
thing to look for when you are having 
problems. When you first take off the 
cover on the right-hand side that 
exposes the carburetor, imside of the 
cover you will find a small rubber 
grommet that slips over a pip cast into 
the cover. This piece of rubber is called 
a carburetor push piece. 

As this carb just fits into a rubber 
manifold, it is held into place with this 
rubber push piece. If this is removed or 
lost when the cover is removed and is 
not replaced, it could allow the carb to 
slip out of the rubber manifold and 
cause a leak between the carb and the 
engine. At the least, it will allow your 
carb to bounce around, and in rough 
ground this could give your float levels a 
beating as. well as possibly tear away the 
rubber intake manifold. 

If you are having a tuning problem 
with your Bighorn, you might check 
into this, it could save you a lot of time 
and trouble. 







LAPADAKAS MEM T 


was in Mo-Peds. This normally would be 
a very convenient time to end this story 
by saying “The rest is history.” A 
classical tale of this sort would end here, 
but it ain’t so. The history is still being 
made. Some of it, in the recent past is 
not as well-known as it deserves to be. 

In 1968, Ted, a member of the 
Checkers M.C., got five other club 
members off their four-strokes and out 
of the desert and entered a U.S. team in 
the ISDT im Italy. They got to the San 
Pellegrino Trials, one of the roughest 
terrain areas in Europe, got on DKW 
enduros they had never seen before and 
brought home three medals. The next 
year, Ted had nine riders on DKW’s 
representing the U.S. in the Six Days’ 
and they brought home seven medals, 
still the most a U.S. team had garnered 
to that time. The breakthrough had 
been made, but it was flat impossible 
for a team that was privately sponsored 
on bikes they didn’t normally compete 
on and, for the most part, hadn’t ridden 
together prior to the Trials to compete 
with the government-backed, year 
"round European teams. 

As for the current ISDT, Ted doesn't 
want to get involved with the politics of 
U.S. team management and selection. 
He also has a very strong aversion to 
competing anyway but 
straightforwardly, a practice the 
European near-professional teams don’t 
follow. 

Which doesn’t mean that he isn’t a 





very sharp businessman. He is now into 
a third career at an age when most men 
are finally realizing some success in their 
first. He has a good knowledge of 
international trade and seems acutely 
sensitive to the recurring monetary 
crises that affect all international 
businessmen. The fluctuation of the 
devalued dollar against the very strong 
deutschmark makes it necessary for the 
California-bred desert rider to become a 
monetary and international trade 
expert. 

He currently sees the direction of 
competition machines going much as he 
had anticipated it ten. years ago. The 
bikes of the immediate future, 
according to Ted will be lightweight; 
have agile, sophisticated handling; and 
lots of horsepower. He is dedicated, as 
evidenced by the DKW Baja entries and 
DKW/Puch desert wins, to improving 
the breed through competition. 

This interest comes at an opportune 
time as both DKW and 
Steyr-Daimler-Puch are turning to the 
export market for increased sales; this 
means the U.S. market for the most 
part. They are also starting to be more 
responsive to the needs of American 
riders and Ted is having greater success 
communicating these wants to the 
German and Austrian engineers. The 
results will be interesting. Puch 250 and 
400 prototypes will be in the country 
next year with production models

produce a 175 and eventually, a 250cc 
machine. With the power of the Type B 
125cc engines, the bigger mills should 
be impressive. 

The discussion of the bikes he 
imports is not strictly a digression from 
a story about Ted Lapadakis. He is 
wrapped up in the products he deals 
with. He has never been able to stay 
away from competition motorcycles 
since he first got on that Matchless twin

Haney could not find his heat race 
and dash pace, taking a fifth place 
finish. 

Tom Rockwood also returned to his 
home track for the first time in many 
weeks and was plagued from the first 
lap of practice with the same problems 


that have knocked him out of 
contention on the circuit — engine 
troubles. 


Tom Horton and Larry Gino 
resumed their weekly duel for top 
Junior honors with Horton holding the 
lead in the final for the first two laps 
before Gino sailed by to take the lead 
and the eventual win. Denny Kanegae, 
the rider that beat both the week 
before, never got it all together this time 
and had to come from behind to get 
third, never a challenger to the top two 
Juniors in the west. 

John Gennai racked up another 
Novice Main win but was pressured all 
the way by Mike Renslow and the fast 
improving Walt Foster.

Peluso could enter only three events in 
the California Motor Racing Enterprises 
program, and Sal was the victor in each 
feature. 

Peluso grabbed a quick lead in the 
250 TT, but Danny Hockie was not 
about to make it easy for Sal. Peluso 
and Hockie put on one of the finest 
battles of the year at South Bay, as they

earlier this season, Coberly, mounted on 
his new  Proto-cision Machining 
sponsored Bultaco, earned his new rank 
as a Senior rider for the balance of the 
season by out-performing Goade for five 
exciting laps before winning the 250 
Main event over Byars, Brian Garcia 
(Yam), Danny Garcia (Ossa), and David 
Reinhardt (Oss) who finished ahead of 
Miller (Oss). 

An obvious highlight of the TT and 
flat-track action was the hot duels of 
Coberly, and Goade, as they attempted 
to gain the attention of Miss Cindi 
Clemens the “Boge Girl” who was on 
hand with the Boge Bunch from Moto 
Imports to present some trophies and 
Boge shocks to the feature winners. And 


left the rest of the field in the dust.

The 250 FT Main was won by Goade 
over Coberly. (Who else?) Again it was 
Byars doing the chasing to finish third 
in almost the identical finish as the TT 
Main with Brian Garcia fourth over 
brother, Danny Garcia. After the first 
lap, it easily appeared to those of racing 
authority, that the field was outclassed 
as Goade man-handled his Bultaco in 
the turns to stay in front all the way to 
the checkered.

1 was 
young, idealistic, amd- a new 
motorcyclist. | watched as-land closure 
gathered steam, noise pollution started 
to cause a furor, and conservationalists 
wound up their war on motorcycles. 
Was I worried? Heck no! I just wrote 
my assemblyman in Sacramento and 
assumed that he would make every thing 
cool again. Well, maybe. I wrote and 
wrote, joined Motorcycle Owners Riders 
and Enthusiasts (the California 
motorcyclist’s lobby organization) in 
1971, and wrote again each time a bill 
affecting motorcycle operators came up. 
I was sure that each time I wrote that 
my man in Sacramento duly noted my 
opinion and voted accordingly. After 
all, he always wrote back thanking me 
for my interest and suggested that I 
write again. 

When 1972 came and suddenly I was 
a voter as well as a concerned 
motorcyclist/citizen, I invited my 
assemblyman to speak to a group of 
newly enfranchised young voters at a 
local high school. A letter came back 
saying that no, he could not make it this 
session, but if I could come up to the 
state capitol in Sacramento, he would 
be happy to see me. Hot damn! Invited 
to capitol by an ASSEMBLYMAN! Big 
time! A chance to really save the day 
for motorcycles in California! 

So off I went, graduated from high 
school just three days, with high hopes, 
a sleeping bag on my bike, and two 
buddies to make that long lonesome 
highway from Los Angeles to 
Sacramento a little less lonely. The day 
after we rode into Sacramento, we 
donned clean clothes and ties and 
entered HIS: office’ at the 
pre-determined hour. 

It was after the round of handshaking 
and introductions, the usual “How was 


your trip?” pleasantries, and learning - 


that we would see the Assembly in 
action and get a tour of the capitol, 
(minus the usual big group) to boot that 
I asked the burning question. 

How does the assemblyman feel 
about the affect of no fault insurance 
on motorcycle rates? He says that he 
will have his staff pull the information I 
had sent him from my letter file and we 
will discuss it after the Assembly session 
and capitol tour, In the meantime, he 
will arrange for us to speak to the man 
who sponsors the no fault bill in the 
Assembly, a man who I cannot name for 


reasons which will become obvious 
soon. We will speak to him while the 
Assembly is in session. We are duly 
impressed. Just like that and our man 
starts things happening! Mr. Assembly 
No Fault Bill Himself! Hot damn! 
Double big time! 

We hit it up the official legislator 
elevator, get cleared by the badge toting 
man at the elevator door, and get seated 
in the visitors section of the Assembly 
floor. Our man takes over Mr. Assembly 
No Fault Bill Himself’s job at the 
podium running the session and Mr. 
Assembly No Fault Bill Himself comes 
back. 

More introductions and hand shaking. 
“So you're here visiting the capitol, eh. 
You boys from Boy’s Country?” 

“Boy’s Country”? What is this “Boy’s 
Country”? Does Mr. No Fault think 
that only juvenile delinquents or 
orphans visit the capitol? 

“No”, I answer. “We just want to ask 
you about your no fault insurance bill. 
What happens if motorcycles are 
excluded from no fault insurance and an 
excluded motorcycle collides with an 
included car?” 

“If they are excluded, then in the 
event of such a collision the procedure 
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is just the way it is now. The person at 
fault is liable and would have residual 
liability insurance to cover the liability. 
The motorcyclist would have the same 
type of insurance that he now has — 
liability. If two cars collide, then fault is 
not determined, and each driver’s 
insurance company pays his own 
damages.” 

I press on with the questioning. *‘Are 
motorcycles excluded under your bill?” 

“Yes, but it looks like I will have to 
include them to get the bill passed. The 
governor wants them included, and the 
state board of imsurance wants them 
included, and I will include them if I 
must to get the bill passed.” 

I am horrified. I had written to the 
governor just weeks before and his 
answering letter assured me that he 
would make sure that no fault bills 
would not burden the California 
motorcyclists with exorbitant premiums 
as happened in states now using no 
fault. “But if motorcycles are included 
their insurance rates will go up to about 
50% of their value, as happened in 
Delaware.” 

“Delaware has nothing to do with it. 
You cannot say what will or will not 
happen under this bill. I don’t know 
what effect the bill will have on 
motorcycle rates or car rates or 
any thing else. Who told you this would 
happen?” 

This is getting hairy, so I fire my 
name-dropping bomb. “Russ Sanford. 
And if you don’t know what effect this 
bill will have on people’s lives and 
wallets, why are you pushing it?” 

“Look, young man, I don’t have time 
to argue with you. I have to get back up 
there (gesturing to the podium, where 
our man has taken over). Do you young 
want everything to stop? 

“You can’t just not introduce 
legislation just because you don’t know 
what it will do. If problems come up, 
you go back and fix them. I don’t know 
who this Russ Sanford is, but he is just 
telling you this because for some reason 
he wants motorcycles out of no fault.” 

Mr. No Fault’s apparent belief that I 
believe everything someone tells me 
without evaluating its content or logic is 
starting to get to me. Yeah, maybe he 
wants motorcycles excluded so that he 
can afford to own one in the future, 
says my hidden thought. “Mr. Sanford 
is president of our lobby group, 
Motorcycle Owners Riders and 
Enthusiasts, and if motorcycles are 
included in no fault it will hurt a lot of 
people.” 

“I don’t know who he is. Look, we 
won't let these insurance companies do 
anything that they can’t justify with 
statistics. I sympathize, I own a little 
Yamaha. I probably don’t ride as much 
as you do, but I own it.” 

By now I’m so mad I! want to yell 
obscenities at this character, but I bite 
my lip and remain'calm, “The insurance 
companies will be able to justify 
exorbitant rate increases with 
statistics.” 

“Then they will get their increases. 
Why should ‘car drivers carry 
motorcyclists just so they can have low 
rates? If the insurance companies can 
show that motorcycles are involved: in 
more accidents, then they will be able 
to raise rates. Look, I’ve got to get back 
(gesturing at the podium).” 

“Sure”, I say as I sag back into my 
seat, doubting the future of 
motorcycling and the existence of Russ 
Sanford, our MORE lobbyiest, as well, 
“Thanks a lot.” 

At this point one of my buddies, 


Dan, turns to me and speaks, “We're 
finally legal adults and voters, and the 
guy calls us boys and treats us like idiots 
who can't think for ourselves. Why 
didn’t you tell him that including 
motorcycles and raising rates is not fair 
because most car/bike accidents are 
caused by the car drivers? 

Increased bike insurance rates would 
penalize bikers for the negligence of car 
drivers. The reason bike liability 
insurance is so low now is that the 
insurance companies rarely have to pay 
out on liability coverage.” 

“Sure,” I acknowledged, “but I was 
so mad I forgot. That guy is a bastard!” 

Our man comes back, informs us that 
at 11:00 our guide will show us around 
the capitol, and that then we should 
meet him back at the Assembly floor. 
From there we will all go back to his 
office and discuss no fault insurance. He 
also asked if Mr. Assembly No Fault Bill 
Himself answered our questions. 

“Well, at first he did, but he was so 
sure he was right he really didn’t give us 
a chance,” I said. 

“He is a traitor to motorcycling!” 
blasted my other buddy. “I wonder if 
all those bike shop owners in his district 
know that their Assemblyman is about 
tò stab motorcycling in the back?” 

“Not very good answers, huh? Well, 
after the tour we’ll call in the man who 
wrote the bill for Mr. Assembly No 
Fault Bill Himself and talk about it. I'll 
see you guys later,” soothed our man. 
Yes, we were quite impressed at the 
treatment our own assemblyman was 
giving us. He is quite a guy! 

An hour later we re-joined our man 
and hit it back to his office. There we 
learned that the man who wrote the no 
fault bill will come in right after lunch. 

“Fine,” says I, “but before we break 
for lunch I have a question about 
something else. I notice that you 
recently endorsed Candidate A for 
County Supervisor, yet Candidate B also 
used your picture in his literature. Why 
is that?” 

“Well,” begins our man, “of course I 
only endorsed Candidate A. But we take 
pictures around here all the time, and 
since Candidate B felt that my picture 
would help his campaign, he used it, as 
did Candidate C. As long as they don't 
say I endorse them, it is acceptable.” 

We split for lunch and Bob made 
some heavy observations. “Look, the 
governor writes one thing in his letters, 
does another thing; Mr. Assembly No 
Fault Bill Himself will do anything to 
get his bill passed and his name in the 
paper, not caring who he hurts doing it; 
and candidates for’ political office 
openly try to fool the public into voting 
for them by using implied 
endorsements. The only guy up here 
who seems to care about the average 
citizen is our assemblyman, and he is 
outnumbered and surrounded by 
crooks. His voting record proves he 
listens, but what about those other 
guys? Oh, well, atleast we have one good 
man.” 

After lunch we met the man who 
wrote the bill for Mr. Assembly No 
Fault Bill Himself. We explained our 
views on “no fault” and he agreed with 
our assemblyman that our arguments 
seemed quite logical. 

We also learned that Mr. Assembly 
No Fault Bill Himself had told both of 
them that he would exclude 
motorcycles from his bill. Therefore, he 
was lying to someone. He had told us he 
was going to include them. Our man 
promised to look into the matter and 
keep in mind what we had told him. 

I had put my faith in the state 
government to protect motorcyclists 
from injustice and had seen the 
governor promise me one thing in a 
letter and yet do another thing. 

I had met a powerful assembly 
leaders who did not care what happened 
to whom if his bills passed and his name 
got in the papers. I learned of the 
efforts of candidates for high office to 
fool people into voting for them. 

I had also met my assemblyman, 
probably the representative most 
responsive to his people in state 
government. I left knowing that he was 
an honest man, listened and tried to 
help. I had faith in him, trusted him, 
and looked forward to voting for him in 
the next election. He had treated us 
well, and heard us out. Yet he is but one 
man. 

I left knowing that most 
assemblymen do not have time to fully 
investigate the aspects of each bill. They 
rely on such men as Mr. Assembly No 
Fault Bill Himself for their information. 
I still had my ideals. But I had 
something else, too, something all the 
fast riding and beautiful coastline could 
not seem to cure me of. I had the 
Sacramento Reality Blues.

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De Soto Doubles At Dunes

VALENCIA, CAL., July 23, 1972 — If 
some of the other tracks were a little 
light in the rider participation 
department today, there was a simple 
answer: a near record field of 496 
motocrossers — 93 of whom were 
professional racers — were tearing up 
reservation landscape during today’s 
ACE program at Indian Dunes. 

Bryar “The Wildcat” Holcomb, a 
development of ’cross combat at Indian 
Dunes, and who scored a National-class 
triumph in the recent Superbowl of 
Motocross at the LA Memorial 
Coliseum, was able to better the one-lap 
track record during today’s wildy on the 
International course, rolling to a 
clocking of 1:18.45 in the Open Pro 
clash — however, he found himself 
unable to become an “overall” winner. 

The big story was created by 
high-flying Ron DeSoto, who rode an 
explosive pair of CZ’s to victories; one 
in the Open class, the other amongst a 
35-rider field of 250 contestants, And 
he was forced to make a genuine 
stretch-drive in winning both events! 

Involved at the front-end of that first 
Open heat were: Holcomb (Suz), Mike 
Todd (Mai), Jim “The Howlin’ 
Hawaiian” Snow (Mai), Rick Brown 
(Gre), John Fackler (CZ), Rod Kershaw 
(CZ), Rich Thorwaldson (Suz), Joe 
Cushaway (CZ), Bill Payne (Mai), Jim 
Wilson (CZ) and Bob Hershey (CZ), 
among 24 others. Any of them a 
potential winner on any given day! 

DeSoto, while playing a waiting 
game, was finally able to work his way 
through the immense traffic jam — all 
traveling at near full throttle — and 
rocketed into the front-running spot on 
lap six. And then, all he had to concern 
himself with, was howinthehell to hold 
that particular position for still another 


eight circles or so of the 
beautifuuly-prepared International 
track. 

DeSoto, however, collected a 


narrow-yardage victory at the checkers. 
With Fackler and “Thor” as runners-up. 

In the second 20 minute moto for 
Open Pros, Bryar Holcomb — holding 
the lead for nine laps — appeared to be 
well on the road to a one-sided win. 
Then, quite suddenly, the “Wildcat” 
didn’t pass the scoring booth. 

The first rider through was Ron 
DeSoto, followed by Snow. And that’s 
the order in which they finished the 





race. 

During the 250 Pro conflict — which 
had only 35 of the nation’s better racers 
going for a share of the ACE purse 
money — DeSoto split wins with still 
another CZ rider, Greg Robertson, but 
did manage a close overall victory (AMA 
score) over: Robertson, Jim Wilson, 
Tom Rapp (Bul), and “Rocket” Rex 
Staten (CZ) among others. 

Again, there were split winners in the 
two 20-minute motos for a gigantic 
group of 125 Pros. Chuck Bower (Pen) 
won the first heat; while “Brother” 
Dave Rodgers (Bul), another 
development of Dunes racing, grabbed 
the second go-round. Neither ot them, 
however, emerged as the day’s collector 
of the most wampum. 

Danny LaPorte (Pen), a 16-year old 
whiz-bang from Torrnace, rode to a 
steady 2-2 tally, getting the nod for the 
day’s overall honors. 

Ken Zahrt (Bul) grabbed off the 
fastest lap for the lightweight 
machinery, when he circled the course 
in 1:19.20. during. the first moto. A 
possible threat failed to develop, 
however, when the Canoga Park 
cannon-ball tossed a chain in the final 
encounter, whilst he was dicing for the 
lead. 

Senior division winners were: Denny 
McFarland (Open), Rick Salmon, who 
rode a Yamaha to a grand slam 250 
victory, and Penton-riding Paul Allum, 
who narrowly whipped Steve Copelin 
for the one-two-five score. 

A 15-rider field of Powder-Puffs was 
beaten in three straight sets by 
Rickman-mounted Nancy Payne, who 
rides out of the Harry Foster 
motorcycle shop in Los Angeles, and 
who was garnering her 13th consecutive 
“overall”. 

Among a 40-rider crew of Oldtimers, 
laurels went to Tom Hoyle, scoring a 
three-for-three Expert biggie, Brian 
Fabre, an Amateur ranked grand 
slammer, and Novice rider Paul Black. 

Triumphant among Juniors were: 
Tim Davidson (100), Ron Hasse (125), 
Mark Morrison (125), Lou Massello 
(250), Rick Varvel (250), Richard 
Kaeding (250) and CZ-mounted Greg 
Osborne, who scored an impressive win 
against 48 racers in Open battle. 

In all, it was a “‘late-late’’show, but 
one which dished out so much continual 
action that what did it matter when we 
all left Indian Dunes — by lantern light?

VALENCIA, CAL., July 22, 1972 — 
The tuning efforts of Revell Speed Shop 
in Sun Valley were responsible for a pair 
of winners during today’s ACE 
motocross racing on the Shadow Glen 
course at Indian Dunes Park. 

Billed as an all — Junior wrangle — a 
prelude to a Professional melee which 
had been slated on the Dunes’ 
International track for the following 
day — slightly in excess of 155 riders 
arrived to contest the issue, and found 
themselves competing in one of ten 
different divisions. 

While accounting for one of the 
Revell victories, young Lynn Stokey, a 
Senior/Expert moto warrior (who was 
taking his first ride for the sponsoring 
Sun Valley speed establishment, and 
who was being featured in a special ACE 
exhibition match of skill) cracked the 
standing one-lap Glen track record by 
nearly one second! 

Stokey, ranked as one of the better 
go-fast guys on the West coast, was 
straddling a 360 Yamaha for today’s 
effort. 

The other Revell-tuned win was 
furnished by Greeves-mounted Danny 
Burt, an entrant amongst a large field of 
250 Beginners, as he swept to two 
long-yardage triumphs in his three 
motos.

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flagged, with Tim Hart in the lead.

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premier motocrosser, Maico-mounted 
Tim Hart. Tim was only “able to beat 
Pessy in the first 500 Expert moto. Tim 
ran second to David and his hauling 
Ossas in three 250 motos and the last 
two 500 motos. 

Despite an all out effort by Tim, the 
course just seemed to be, (with this 
week’s changes), better suited to David 
and his Ossa, rather than Tim and his 
Maico. In the second round for the 250 
Experts, Tim did manage to, ¿get around 
Pessy on the last lap, only to\have David 
charge right back into the lead and hold 
it to the checker, It really was one of 
the best rides I’ve witnessed Pessy put 
on. 

Added note on Pessy’s apparent 
superiority over Tim Hart: It seems that 
the track layout has been substantially 
changed since last week, when Tim Hart 
dominated the action. Chris Agajanian 
spent the day prior to tonight’s racing 
making the changes in the track 
configuration with the diligent help and 
advice of-David Pessy. 

I’m not saying that David suggested 
changes that would be most helpful to 
his riding style or better suited to his 
machines’ capabilities. What I am 
saying, Chris, is if you select someone to 
advise you on track layout, better it 
should not be an active competitor. I’m 
sure that David has the ability to win on 
any track, but helping lay out the track 
results in the many comments I heard in 
the pits, and clouds what was otherwise 
a fine pair of victories. 

A couple of weeks ago, Charlie 
Bower was searching for horsepower 
with his new Penton, I don’t know 
whether he found the horsepower or 
not, but he’s found gobs of low end 
torque, which he used beautifully to 
win two out of three of the 125 Expert 
motos. He also used that new found 
horsepower to finish third behind Bruce 
Baron and Chris Mogensen in the second 
moto after he fell on the first lap and 
was dead last a full half a lap back of 
the field.

125cc First Day. The win went to Dru 
Haase (Yam) trailed by Dave Behrendt 
(Yam). The 125cc’s were represented all 
the way to the Expert class as Greg 
Bartock (Yam) was the first Beginner 
with Jeff Seaton coming through for the 
Montesa marque in the Novice division. 
It was Mike Paulsell (Pen) topping the 
125 Expert class over second place Ty 
Scott on his Rickman. 

Much to the riders. amazement, the 
results were being figured as the races 
were being run and believe it or not, 
they were passing out the trophies 
about fifteen minutes after their final 
moto. It did seem strange to see riders 
going to their loaded vans with the 
trophies they had won that day while 
other classes were still on the track. 

The 100 class provided excitement as 
Steve Sixberry topped the First Day 
division and Waymond Williams beat 
out the Beginners, both on Yamahas. 
First rider to stop Yamaha’s domination 
of the lightweight division was Dwane 
Carter (Hon) with a win in the 100 
Novice class.

ENSENADA, B.C., MEX., July 30, 
1972 — It was one of the few 
motocrosses that had both bikes and 
surfboards in evidence and use. It was 
the only one that saw the pit tootsies in 
bikinis (There were lots of them.) 
actually getting their suits wet, in the 
ocean. And it had to be the only 
motocross where it got hot, dusty, there 
was no water truck and nobody minded. 

It was a scene, a stone groove, and a 
great opportunity to go all squirrelly 
with your motocrosser and not get 
busted. It was the annual EBRA/CMC 
motocross in Ensenada with proceeds 
going to the Junior Red Cross of that 
city. The latter organization arranged to 
have two or three Baja-style ambulances 
on hand which didn’t need to move all 
day. 

A small American village of 
motocross freaks, families; friends and a 
few unfortunates who didn’t know 
about the race and got swept up in the 
tide had sprung up on Playa Hermosa 
just south of town by mid-afternoon on 
Saturday. By six p.m., the place looked 
like_a desert pit except that it wasn’t all 
that far to the ocean at this beach, 
maybe fifty yards. 

The track was laid out and spottily 
watered; it would all evaporate by 


moming. Honeys were bopping back 
and forth between vans and beach in all 
manner of non-costume, fathers and 
tuners were smiling and holding those 
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Y ou could get all the delicious Mexican ice cream you wanted. 


little styrofoam insulated cups with 
something in them. About half a dozen 
racers were even practicing, The rest 
were roaring around the fields and 


. beach one-upping the little Mexican kids 


on their stripped-down Hodakas and 
Honda 50s, who were there to show 
that they, too, were serious dirt racers. 

A couple of quick laps in the 
gathering darkness: wow, all covered 
with mud. Last time that was to 
happen. The mud disappeared. The 
exploding bombs, skyrockets and pit 
racers forced a retreat into quieter 
regions, if you were at all serious about 
getting any sleep. Some maintained it 
wasn’t so bad; that it even quieted down 
before midnight. 

Ensenada was definitely given over to 
the motocrossers. Even 250 racers run 
through downtown just got a nod and 
were generally ignored by the 
constabulary. By contrast, the CMC 
promoters got a police escort into town 
for doing 20 in a 14 mph zone. They 
were in one of those four-wheeled 
things at the time, however. 

Everybody got more practice in the 
morning (more was available, but most 
riders passed. It was getting hot.) and a 
couple of water trucks showed up, 
sprayed the starting area and left. 
Curious. As the first motos got 
underway, it looked like it was going to 
be a survival contest: motocrossers 
against the Baja sun. Then, just like the 
Chamber of Commerce had hoped, a 
soft, cool ocean breeze came up and 
lasted the rest of the day. Sitting on the 
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Distractions — First in a series. 


bluffs, a few yards from the ocean with 
the sea breeze between motos wasn’t all 
that hard to take. 

The course was pretty tight, very 
twisty with lots of deep sand that 
bogged the small bikes, and even some 
of the 250 Junior riders had problems. 
As a matter of fact, just about 
everybody in the motocross ranks had 
some concern with the deep sand 
whoop-de-doos except the former desert 
riders, who didn’t mind them at all until 
they got off. 

One of the classiest shows of the day 
was in the 125 Expert class where Dave 
Rodgers (Bul) and Jim Beauchamp on 
one of the proto H-D lightweights went 
at it every lap in every moto. Jim pulled 
some classy passing in moto one to get 
by but Dave managed to get the other 
two for the overall. The locals loved it. 

Tom Rapp showed up, changed 
racing jerseys a few times til he got the 
right event-sponsor combination figured 
out, and won the 250 Expert class with 
two firsts and a fourth. He was plenty 
ticked after the fourth in the last moto, 
which was Richard Eierstedt’s. Those 
two diced all day with a particularly 
good show in the second moto. 

Terry Power kept his BSA MX 
running in front at most of the critical 
times to take a first overall after mucho 
close racing with Mark Anderson (CZ) 
in the 500 Expert. Oldest man of the 
meeting, Warren Burrell, packed up his 
Maico’s engine on the last lap of the last 
moto and Mark Nohr got the third 
overall spot. 

The younger set did well in Mexico, 
with Mike Tripes (CZ) taking the 125 
Intermediate and Jim Eierstedt (Yam) 
coming out on top in 250 Junior Div I 





They’re keeping the not-so-old family 
tradition alive. Bob Kerr was one of the 
few riders to pull a sweep on the 
twisting, ever-changing course, taking 
his CZ to the overall 250 Junior Div II 
win. 

There were some nice touches to the 
whole affair. Many of the classes had 
Mexican nationals riding in them. 
Economics dictated that there were few 
sponsored riders from south of the 
border, but they did get it on just as 
seriously. There were at least three who 
made it through all the motos of the 
125 Jr. class. Nelson Whitehill (Hus) 
won the thing in a runaway. He had half 
a lap lead after one lap. Is he really a 
Novice racer? 

The motos went off fast, no messing 
around and not that many restarts, 
except in the 100 Juniors. Plus zero 
injuries. The soft sand stopped a lot of 
riders abruptly, but nobody needed help 
to get off the course; except with 
pushing their bikes. 

The racing was over by five, but the 
scene was just getting underway again. 
(It never really slowed down.) Then it 
was into the ocean, open the Carta 
Blanca, make a fool of yourself 
wheelying in the sand dunes. Hotcha. 

Final note and one which has to be 
kept in mind: not only were the 
Mexican spectators better behaved and 
more appreciative than most gringos, 
even to clapping and commenting 
favorably on good riding performances, 
but can you see about two hundred 
Mexican racers coming up to, say, 
Redondo Beach and setting up a 
motocross? How long would that last? 
Ensenada was a very good host for a far 
out time.

LEXINGTON, O., July 30, 1972 — 
Going into the last Inter-AMA Torsten 
Hallman held a 20-point lead over Gary 
Jones. Both men turned in good rides at 
Mid-Ohio today, but Jones 6-4-4 tally 
put him ten points up on Hallman, who 
logged a 5-5-8 today. The veteran and 
the youngster locked up the 
Manufacturer’s Cup for Yamaha. 

Husqvarna had an outside shot at 
tying the Yamaha team, and today’s 
one-two finish by Arne Kring and 
Torlief Hansen robbed Yamaha of a 
series sweep. Kring had some braking 
problems in the final moto and finished 
second to Hakan Andersson, but he had 
already won the first two motos. 

In the first leg, Hansen, Arne 
Lindfors (Yam) and Kring were in front 
on the first lap. In the second batch 
were Mike Runyard (Mon), Weinert, 
Tripes and Hallman. Hansen soon began 
moving out on everyone. 

Kring took chase and went by 
Lindfors. Weinert and Tripes grabbed 
third and fourth as Lindfors slowed 
considerably. Hakan Andersson was 
back in the field. Hansen and Kring had 
established a healthy margin on 
everybody. Young Marty Tripes, whose 
riding style is best described as tall and 
fast, moved by Weinert into third place. 

Hansen and Kring both lapped 
Andersson, and Tripes was holding an 
uncontested third some 18 seconds 
back. Weinert still held solid fourth as 
Runyard and Brad Lackey (Kaw) raced 
to catch fifth place man Hallman, 
Lackey put his Cobbysaki around 
Runyard, and Gary Jones also moved by 
to badger Bradley. 

Kring had been steadily devouring 
Hansen’s lead and moved by into first in 
the closing minutes. At the end it was 
Kring, Hansen, Tripes, Weinert, Hallman 
and Jones, who just got by Lackey. 

In the second moto Hansen again 
leaped to the front, but this time he had 
Jones and Kring for close company. In 
module 2 were Hallman, Tripes and 
John DeSoto. The Pineapple Kid had 
finished ninth in the first round. Hansen 
again began his stretching act as Jones 
and Kring diced for second. 

So it went until Hansen ran into 
trouble and came around in fifth place. 
Jones then had the lead, with Kring 
right on him and Tripes, Andersson and 
Hallman giving chase. DeSoto, again 
struck with bike trouble, was no longer 
in attendance. 

Tripes was really on the move and 
closed on the leaders as Kring got by 
Jones into first spot. Tripes and 
Andersson both put it on Jones and 
front-runner Kring. The three were 
running close for a spell, but Kring 
grabbed some more throttle to take the 
win. Tripes was second, then Andersson, 
Jones and Hallman, who had repassed 
Hansen. 


For all the money: 

Kring and Hallman led the charge 
into the first turn, with Jones, Tripes 
and Lackey expressing their interest in 
first place. Kring took the lead, but 
Jones and Tripes got around Hallman 
and were moving up on the leader. 
Hakan Andersson moved into fourth 
ahead of Hallman and Lackey. 

Andersson was running well but 
Jones moved around Kring into first 
place, much to the crowd’s delight. The 
first four were tight for a spell, but 
again Kring turned it on and regained 
the lead. Andersson went past Jones and 
gave chase. Torlief Hansen, after a bad 
start, had gotten around Hallman, 
Lackey, and Weinert. 

Tripes had some sort of problem and 
slowed way down late in the moto. His 
left hand appeared to be inoperative, 
but after giving it a rest he rejoined the 
race. The breather dropped him to 
thirteenth in the final moto. Hansen had 
gone by Jones into third place, but 
Kring and Andersson were well in front. 

Kring's cornering was off due to his 
rear brake problem, and Andersson 
moved into first in the closing minutes. 
Hansen finished third, followed by 
Jones, Weinert, Lackey, Peter Lamppu, 
Hallman and Bob Grossi. 

With today’s third overall, Gary 
Jones becomes the first American to 
win an International series. Jones 
accumulated 470 points for the victory. 
Torsten Hallman was second with 450.

BEUERN, WEST GERMANY, July 16, 
1972 — Reigning World Champion 
Roger DeCoster has won the two most 
recent 500cc Motocross Grands Prix in 
England and West Germany bringing his 
current box score to five wins, a second 
and two non-finishes. 

DeCoster’s total score after eight 
rounds is 87 points against 54 points for 
Maico works rider Ake Jonsson who 
moved into second place after finishing 
second behind DeCoster both at the 
British GP last week and here today in 
West Germany. 

Heikki Mikkola was only five points 
behind DeCoster going into the British 
round, but the Finnish Husqvarna rider 
failed to score points in either Britain or 
West Germany so he has dropped to 
third place. 

World Championship points still 
remain as elusive as a rainbow for the 
Americans competiting on the Grand 
Prix tour this season. 

However, American Motocross Team 
Captain Bryan Kenney has twice 
finished 11th overall — just one position 
away from scoring that first point. Bob 
Grossi scored a 12th in his second 
Grand Prix start in Switzerland and 
Mark Blackwell, who is still fighting bad 
luck and mechanical breakdowns, has a 
good chance of putting America in the 
World Championship table at any of the 
three remaining meetings. 

Roger DeCoster’s winning ride at the 
British Grand Prix was marred by a 
protest that was filed in behalf of Ake 
Jonsson stating that DeCoster received 
“outside assistance” when he stopped 
on the course to inspect damage to his 
brake pedal that had been snapped off 
by a rock. 

The protest claimed that DeCoster’s 
Suzuki had been held upright and the 
engine kept running by another person 
while Roger cleaned mud from behind 
the broken pedal. DeCoster won the 
race on overall time after he had tied on 
points with Ake Jonsson. The protest 
was dismissed by the club on grounds of 
insufficient evidence. 

In the first of two 40 minute heats at 
the Farleigh Castle course in the West of 
England, DeCoster- raced for the first 
half of the moto with Maico factory ace 
Adolf Weil. DeCoster led the first lap 
but he momentarily bogged down in the 
mud hole and Weil whizzed into the 
lead on lap seven. Roger quickly made 
up the 200 yard deficit, but Suzuki’s 
World Champ and the Maico veteran 
raced together for several laps before 
DeCoster retook the lead. 

Heikki Mikkola started the race in 
third place and he was all over the track 


_ in a wild effort to challenge the leaders. 


Heikki hit a rock and pulled into the 
pits to straighten his shift lever. The 
bearded Finn dropped back to 17th 
place but he had stormed back to fifth 
position at the finish. 

Ake Jonsson suffered a bad start and 
the Swedish Maico team rider had to 
shuffle through some tough customers 
to finish third. 

It simply wasn’t a good day for the 
Americans. Bryan Kenney was bummed 
out when his gearbox malfunctioned 
and he missed all but one lap of practice 
on Saturday. Mark Blackwell was 
involved in a non-injury auto accident

during his trip from the Swedish tactory 
and he was still struggling with front 
forks that never worked right since his 
crash in Austria in April. 

Kenney finished 26th in the first heat 
but dropped out of the second. Mark 
was going well in the first race, but he 
went over the handlebars a couple of 
times so he had to cool it. 

BRAKELESS SUZUKI 

In the second heat it was two times 
World Champ Bengt Aberg leading a 
tight pack of Grand Prix heroes on the 
first lap. Aberg, DeCoster, Weil, Paul 
Friedrichs, Mikkola, Gerrit Wolsink and 
Jaak Van Velthoven were all banging 
handlebars and criss-crossing rooster 
tails for three laps or more before 
DeCoster moved out to a 200 yard lead. 

Mikkola was riding wilder than ever, 
and finally he went down in high 
fashion when his handlebars hooked a 
fence post. Aberg also hit a wooden 
post, and he had to drop out of the race 
because of the injury to his hand. 

Then DeCoster hit a hidden rock and 
snapped off his brake pedal. He stopped 
to see if it could be straightened and he 
dropped to fifth place. Jaak Van 
Velthoven, who had passed Adolf Weil, 
was the new leader and Ake Jonsson 
had once again come through the pack 
to move into third place ahead of Gerrit 
Wolsink. 

Roger was now blazing around the 
track without rear brakes. He jammed 
the gearbox lever into lower gears to 
slow down the Suzuki, and he came 
around the sweepers in a broadslide to 
keep the bike in control. Roger passed 
Wolsink and raced with Weil for several 
laps before finally slipping by. 
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Roger DeCoster on his way to anothe: 
the 500 class. 


Meanwhile, Ake had taken the lead 
away from Van Velthoven and the big 
Swede moved his works Maico ahead by 
more than 20 seconds. So Ake won the 
second heat and Roger resigned himself 
to third. But the order had been 
reversed in the first heat so the two 
riders were tied on points. The tie was 
broken on overall time as recorded in 
the timing tower and DeCoster won the 
British Grand Prix by one second. 
DRY AND DUSTY IN 
DEUTSCHLAND 

One week later, here at the West 
German Grand Prix, DeCoster’s victory 
today was more clear cut. 

Roger led the first lap, but Bengt 
Aberg took over the lead almost 
immediately and both these super-stars 
were flying around the hard and dusty 
track like they were riding rockets. 

Dutch rider Gerrit Wolsink was 
jamming in third place, but East 
German CZ rider Paul Friedrichs was 
knocking at the door. Freidrichs, a 34 
year old past World Champ, was blasting 
through the dust on a works CZ that 
was special from the ground up. 

An awesome crash on the first lap 
tangled up several bikes and riders. 
English Husky rider Andy Roberton was 
crashed by an out of control rider, and 
Heikki Mikkola smacked into Andy’s 
bike. Willi Bauer, the third member of 
the Maico works team, went over the 
handlebars and Adolf Weil was held up 
by the wreckage. 

Mikkola’s chain had come off and by 
the time he was up and going he was at 
least half a lap back. Luckless Heikki 
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had also bloodied his hand in the fray, 
so after a few laps he pulled out. 

On the fifth lap Ake Jonsson crashed 
in trying to pass a slower rider so now 
all the factory Maico riders had a lot of 
catching up to do. 

Shortly after the start, Bryan Kenney 


lay in 15th place and Mark Blackwell 
was in 20th. 

After a few laps of dicing with Bengt 
Aberg, Roger DeCoster regained the 
lead and on the next lap in a high speed 
banked turn Aberg’s front wheel 
popped out of the groove and he came 
off hard. Bengt was knocked out for a 
minute so he decided to call it a day. 

Roger toured home in a breeze ahead 
of Friedrichs and Wolsink. 

But Ake Jonsson had powered -his 
way from 13th place to fourth after 
some exciting grip to grip racing with 
Van Velthoven and British CZ rider 
John Banks. 

Willi Bauer had dusted himself off 
and worked up to seventh while steady 
Bryan Kenney came home 13th. 
Blackwell, who was wrestling with a 
baulky gearbox made a little progress 
and finished 17th. 

LAST LAP SURPRISES 
DeCoster led the second heat from 


wire to wire, but there was some 
exciting racing for all the other 
positions. 


Jaak Van Velthoven opened the race 
in second place behind DeCoster, and 
Jiri Stodulka, the Czech CZ rider, was 
third, Wolsink passed Stodulka and Jiri 
steadily faded back. 

Once again Ake Jonsson was

hammering away in the middle of the 
pack, and he picked off riders one by 
one, Starting in seventh place, Ake 
pressed past Friedrichs, and then he 
overhauled his Maico factory teammate 
Willi Bauer, 

So now the order was DeCoster, Van 
Velthoven, Wolsink and Jonsson. Mark 
Blackwell’s day ended in yet wnother 
disappointment when his chain flew off 
and he had to retire. But Bryan Kenney 
was waging a terrific battle with the 
French Champion Serge Bacou. These 
two were dicing for about 10th place 
and they traded places several times 
before Bryan held the advantage and 
finished 11th in what may have been his 
finest ride all season. 

Gerrit Wolsink was riding a fantastic 
race on his two year old four speed 
Husky with a hand-me-down titanium 
frame. Wolsink was looking very smooth 
and seemed to have third place sewn up 
despite Ake’s charge through the ranks. 

But the last lap held surprises for 
everyone. 

The starter was holding the checkered 
flag. DeCoster had the race all but won 
and Jaak Van Velthoven was solidly 
behind Roger in the final heat. 

“I was trying to be careful,” Van 
Velthoven said later in the pits. “I 
wasn’t tired. I wanted to be conservative 
and get second place for sure. But I 


came into a banked tum a little too 
slow and there wasn’t enough 
momentum to keep the bike moving 
and the engine stopped. I got going right 
away but Wolsink had already passed 
mes 
With a third place finish in the first 
heat, a second place in the final heat 
would mean second overall for Wolsink 
and he had less than one lap to 
complete, 

But there were no bouquets for 
Gerrit yet. 

“I looked over my shoulder once, and 
I thought Ake Jonsson was dropping 
back,” Wolsink said afterwards. “Then 
Jaak made a little mistake, killed the 
engine and I passed him. On that same 
lap before I could reach the finish my 
engine died and I couldn’t make it start 
to complete the last lap. I think the 
piston is broken.” 

So after brilliant rides in two 40 
minute heats Gerrit Wolsink doesn’t 
appear in the results at all. And Jaak 
Van Velthoven, who got second place in 
the final heat after all, wound up in a 
three way points tie for second overall 
with Paul Friedrichs and Ake Jonsson, 
But the clocks tell the story so 
Friedrichs and Jonsson stood beside 
Roger DeCoster on the winner’s podium 
and Jaak will have to wait for next 
week.

Dear AMXT followers, 

In the seventh and eighth rounds of 
the Grand Prix series held in England 
and West Germany, Roger DeCoster 
increased his points lead to 87 over the 
number two man Ake Jonsson with 54 
points. In the West German GP Bryan 
Kenney, the AMXT captain, missed 
marking the USA’s first GP point by 
only 2.4 seconds! 

A string of minor mishaps left Bryan 
and Mark Blackwell detuned the evening 
of the British GP at Farleigh Castle. 
Neither had been able to put on a show 
of American strength before the curious 
English crowd. For Heikki Mikkola, the 
flying Finn, this race could very well 
have meant a toppling of DeCoster’s 
lead with only five points between 
them. But, Mikkola, too, was sadly 
detuned by the end of the day. 

Saturday’s practice took place under 
a typical English rain which left many 
sections of the track under water. To 
begin our string of disasters, a 
mismounted gear box side-lined Kenney 
for a change of engines during the entire 
practice session. Just before noon, 
Blackwell arrived having hitched a ride 
with a member of the Husky team from 
Sweden. During the week his Mercedes 
had been permanently match-boxed by 
a truck. Left with the headache of 
having no transportation for the rest of 
the season, he turned in a mediocre 
practice time. 

Sunday the rain stopped, and the sky 
changed to clear in plenty of time for 
the start of the GP. The list of rider 
mishaps was long. Mikkola came off in 
both motos, his last endo leaving him 
with half a handlebar and no chance at 
the lead points. A mudhole sidelined 
DeCoster almost long enough to give the 
win to Jonsson. A one and three finish 
for the Belge, and three and one for 
Jonsson brought the over-all win to a 
one second difference in DeCoster’s 
favor. A protest from the Maico pits 
that DeCoster had outside assistance 
during the second leg was thoroughly 
beaten down with the help of 
DeCoster’s army of Belgian supporters. 

Blackwell lined up for the first moto 
despite malfunctioning forks. He started 
off pretty well, but a long downhill 
section was his undoing. He endoed 
some hundred feet to the bottom. 
Unhurt, he picked himself up and 
started off to catch the pack. The 
second time around he repeated his 
acrobatics act in the same section, and 
this time decided to call it quits. 
Kenney stalled thé Maico in the first 
corner avoiding a pile-up and spent the 







first lap trying to catch the 40 odd 
riders. 

The second leg added no laurels to 
the American contingency. Blackwell 
had the only finish in 17th place. 
Kenney retired after bending his foot 
rests down over a hard landing and 
fighting with a faulty gearbox. The only 
booster to the American purpose was 
one unexpected supporter, Doug Grant, 
over for a look at the AJS factory and 
to try for a few scattered rides. 

The West German Grand Prix showed 
a clean cut domination of the Suzuki 
man, DeCoster. In his usual flawless 
style, he increased his lead to 87, 
thirty-three points over the next man, 
Jonsson. Weil with the fastest practice 
time disappointed his Maico 
countrymen when he pulled off during 
the first lap: a rock hit the sprocket 
causing the chain to derail and tie up 
the gearbox. Willi Bauer had the top 
West German finish in fifth place. Bengt 
Aberg turned on his former winning 
style and led the first moto until he hit 
a publicity board lining the track and 
flipped completely over to the other 
side, bike and all. It looked bad for the 
Swede as he was carried off, still, on the 
stretcher, but several laps later he was 
smiling the Aberg smile in the pit 
enclosure. 

We all held our breaths as the 
International Jury checked times to 
break a tie for tenth place between 
Jykri Storm, Finnland and Bryan 
Kenny, USA. Bryan, moving out on the 
Maico, placed 13th and 11th. Just as we 
thought an American had finally scored 
a GP point, Storm was announced as the 
tenth place finisher. And only 2.4 
seconds difference in time out of 90 
minutes of racing! 

Blackwell this week was having 
gearbox troubles. The Husky was 
reluctant to shift. After a 17th in the 
first leg, he pulled into the pits early in 
the second leg. 

Next round of the GP series is in East 
Germany. Mark had gotten set up with a 
Alfa Romeo from DeCoster’s brother 
and a trailer for the bike — a very 
comfortable way to finish up his 
European season. Husky is rumored to 
be sending Billy Clements over to run in 
the last two GP’s — Belgium and 
Luxembourg — if the starting list isn’t 
already too long. That GP point is 
getting closer. 

For now, that’s about it.

The industry is basically one of 
participation, very few people are 
involved that don’t ride a bike, either 
handling it themselves or as a passenger. 
Granted there are a few that just watch, 
but they are either retiring from it or 
trying to get into it. 

Thus the need for riding areas is of 
paramount interest not only to the 
rider, but to the guy that sells you the 
motor, the accessory guy, the 
manufacturer and even the local 
governing bodies. They have a deep 
interest in just where you ride. 

For the guy that rides on the street, 
it's taken care of with DMV rules and 
regs. If you don’t follow them yourself, 
the local fuzz or CHP will be very 
helpful, at least in showing you what 
you’re doing wrong. 

Now for the dirt guy its a different 
ball game. The local politicians and 
governing bodies of most of the 
counties don’t give a hoot one way or 
the other if you own a motorcycle, but 
where you ride it is important. In most 
areas, you can’t legally ride although 
you may still do it and just haven’t been 
caught. 

Not too many years ago, a guy could 
load his motor up and go about an hour 
and unload and ride till he wanted to 
quit. Now, its a couple of hours to 
Hollister Hills or the outback or 
Panoche. Oops, thats closed too, well, 
say Clear Creek. Got the picture yet? 
Well, let me put it more succintly. 
Motorcycling is heading downhill at a 
rapid pace. Just think what you would 
do if next week, those places mentioned 
above were to be closed to off road 
vehicles beacuse of, a.)legalities, b.)pure 
economics. 

A.) is easy, if the legislature gets itself 
together, and don't discount the 
possibility, the ORWV’s demise could 
happen. Unlikely at this time, but still 
possible. B.) Places like Hollister Hills, 
thats Howard Harris’ ranch above 


Hollister, Ca., might have to close 
because it just isn’t making any money, 
so economically it isn’t feasible to keep 
open, Take a minute to think about 
places you can ride now. Not race 
tracks, but places to cow trail. 

Not too many, you say. Well they’re 
getting smaller as the population 
increases. There seems to be a glimmer 
of light on the horizon but it will 
require one and all to get with the 
program. Everyone should have heard 
about the registering of dirt bikes by 
now and if you haven’t gotten that old 
100cc Yamaha with a sticker on it, do 
it. The money will get us land to ride 
on. 

Ha, ha, you say, that money will find 
its way into some politicians pocket. 
Maybe so but each and every bike 
registered makes us look better in the 
eyes of the DMV and there should be 
enough of us guys in the media to keep 
an eye on what’s happening and with 
Russ Sanford in Sacramento things will 
be watched closely. 

The more bucks put in the fund, the 
more land will be made available. The 
more land, the more riding and so on 
down the line, I don’t know what the 
manufacturers are doing about this 
problem but for your own good, get it 
registered so maybe by 1975 we will 
still have some places to ride.

I have put a lot of words in this paper 
about the Richmond Ramblers’ problem 
in Richmond, Ca., and the problem still 
exists. The Pt. Richmond Hills are 
closed and there is no place for the 
people to ride. The Save the Hills fund 
is still active and a plan now is in the

Editorial on 395 Cycle Park in 
“The Sun” 


July 18, 1972 — Adelanto has a zoning 
problem. 

That young desert city has a 
motorcycle racing track called the 395 
Cycle Park. 

It’s “in Adelanto,” but Adelanto has 
lots and lots of space. The racing track 
is an estimated three to five miles from 
“downtown Adelanto.” 

The park was licensed for 
Saturday-night-only motorcycle racing 
by the county before Adelanto was 
incorporated. Now the owner of an 
adjacent strip of land, together with 
several other landholders is seeking to 
have the license revolked. 

This is several years after the owner, 
acting under a valid county license, has 
been working and spending money on 
the track. It brings into question the 
validity of local government. Can a 
businessman assume that the permit 
given to him by legally constituted 
authority is valid? 

Can he put his money on it? 

In this case, the businessman has, and 
we hope the Adelanto City Council will 
uphold the responsibility of government 
by continuing his permit. 

In any event, as the Adelanto City 
Attorney points out, the track can’t be 
closed unless its proved a public 
nuisance following a public hearing 
before the city’s planning commission. 
And noise alone, the attorney noted, 
does not constitute a nuisance. 

It would seem that the racetrack, 
offering fun for hundreds of 
motoroyclists and offending the ears of 
only a few widely scattered residents on 
only one night a week, can justify its 
existence. 

The issue exemplifices the 
importance of county planning for the 
recreational areas of our mountains and 
deserts.

VACAVILLE, CAL., July 30, 1972 — A 
moderate turnout, moderate weather, 
and in incredibly rugged racetrack 
greeted riders today.

Eric was a 
little down on power, but he was able to 
get around on the back part of the 
course. Eric was pulling away slightly 
when Rudy trod on his brakes a bit too 
heavily and went down going into turn 
2. This left Eric with a considerable lead 
ahead of Mike Lee who won the 500 
class on his Kawasaki. 

Mike Wenzell, on his Yamaha TR-2, 
ran and hid from the rest of the 350 GP 
riders, lapping almost everyone. The 
only problem that Mike almost ran into 
was a car that pulled across the track in 
turn 9 as he came through. Mike rode 
the same bike to first place in the 
Heavyweight Hooligan race. He finished 
there with a quarter mile lead in five 
laps and ran the last two on one 


cylinder. He wasn’t pressed. 

The 350 Production race was an 
all-the-way dice between William 
Spurlock (Hon) and Bob Crossman 
(Yam). For a time, there was a third 
rider on a Kawasaki in the contest, but 
he was omitted when he ran off course 
and finally came to rest several hundred 
yards away in the ditch next to the 
freeway. He got a free ride in the 
ambulance. Meanwhile, Spurlock pulled 
ahead of Crossman to win. 

Crossman, now on a Suzuki, won the 
250 production event ahead of John 
McNeil. 

There was a good turnout for the 
500-Open Production event. At flag 
drop, it was Ed Unini on a Honda 750, 
Rich Kochevar on a 750 Suzuki, and 
your correspondent on a Kawasaki 500 
sponsored by California Kawasaki in

Santa Monica. Unini and the Kawasaki 
started pulling away from the Suzuki 
right away. Until the half way point, 
Unini led. Then he backed off slightly 
allowing us to close. 

When he realized that there was 
someone on his tail, Unini got back on 
it again. He was really flying through , 
the turns with a style that looked a lot 
like Bob Endicott’s. Then, in turn nine. 
he bobbled and was passed. At . this 
point we began to lap slower traffic 
which worked against Unini and allowed 
your correspondent to be first at the 
flag. In third place, half a lap back, but 
most of a lap up on the rest of the field 
was Kochevar on the Suzuki. 

July Fourth came to Northern

24 HOURS ON A BLEEDING MOTORCYCLE

NELSON, OHIO, July 23, 1972 — Once 
a year swarms of Amateur (and a few 
Expert) road racers gather at Nelson’s 
Ledges for a 24-hour test of skill, 
durability, night vision and sanity. 

The Moto-Sports International/ 
Amazing Pavement Rashing Team got 
its Suzuki 750 off to a slow start. 
Buddy Locke hit some loose gravel and 
broadslid across the track. The obese 
Suzuki plopped down on its left side 
and. broke off the footpeg. Locke 
muscled it upright and rode the first leg 
resting his dhow on the exhaust pipe. 

The Kawasaki 500 of 
Smith/Rechtenwald/Gehb/ Deringer 
took the lead followed by the Canadian 
team of Sturgess and Sales on a Honda 
810, and the Bartram/Belnap/Swegan 
Honda 750. The BBS team won last 
year’s event on the then brand new 
Honda 500. That machine is now 
owned, and guarded, by Crash Clayton, 
publisher. 

The earliest spectacular crash came 
after three hours, when the 
Hasetrot/Sill/Powers/Kanner 750 
Triumph crashed and burned at the 
hairpin. Its owner was to ride in fourth 
slot and never got his chance, and it was 
his ride-to-work bike. 

The Locke/Bushor/Gaal/Rafferty 
Suzuki came in for a new footpeg. But 
it was running well. Skeet Bushor had 
installed spacers in the fork springs, and, 
once the steering stem was tightened 
down the machine handled adequately. 

As daylight dwindled the two Honda 
fours, a batch of Kawasaki threes and 
the Stark/Copley/Dacosta/Mankamyer 
Norton (second place last year) had 
stretched out on most of the field. 
Curiously, the lap times decreased only 
slightly in the darkness. Regardless of all 
the practical intentions to cool it and 
pace themselves to finish, most 
everyone was on the thorttle. The pace 
was steady, but it was fast. 

In the wee hours the swamp claimed 
some victims. One chap was unable to 
find his gas tank. One Suzuki spit its 
carburetors off in the trees somewhere. 
A Yamaha is said to be still lurking in 
the underbrush out there. One Norton 
developed a chopper front end, and a 
Kawasaki came apart in every possible 
place. 

Although steadily being lapped by 
the go-fasters, most of the small bores 
just kept moving along the 22 hour 
mark. 

About 30 machines were still running 
at dawn. The two big Hondas were still 
among the front runners, as were the

Kawasakis of 
Bloom/Coffeer/Pemberton and number 
1, the early leader. 

Also well up on the moming roster 
were the class winning Honda SL350 


and a Suzuki 500 ridden by 
Rowell/Kling/Weldon/Thrasher. 

Three of the four Nortons had gone 
belly up, and the remaining English 
steed, had seized an alternator. Later 
some valve springs called it quits, but 
the Norton went ahead on to finish 
second overall, running at a 5500 rpm 
redline. 

The remaining Honda 750 now held 
the lead, though tire troubles had 
slowed them im the early hours. The rear 
Dunlop was finished after a thousand 
miles, and they pitted for another one 
already mounted on a wheel. Not many 
miles later it went flat, and they had to 
come in again and mount a new 
Bridgestone on the original rim. 

Then there was this dude on a BMW 
750, motoring along smoothly as you 
please. Sitting bolt upright in the saddle, 
he’d beep and wave at the spectators. 
Once he removed his hands from the 
bars on the front straight and opened 
his jacket to admit some cooling air — 
looked like he was crusing for burgers. 
The lone Bavarian finished third in the 
Open class, 95 laps over Amazing 
Pavement in fourth place. 

Everybody looked a little goofed in 
the forenoon hours. Pit crews slouched 
and stumbled. Riders worked the knots 
out of wrists, backs and butts. 

So after a day im the race the 
aforementioned B/B/S Honda 750 took 
the checkers after 822 laps, roughly 
1700 miles. Second year running. The 
S/C/D/M Norton was second with 814 
laps; second place for the second year 
running. The odds against that 
happening can’t even be considered. 

The Honda SL350 was third; fourth 
and fifth went to Kawasaki 500s, and 
sixth was a Suzuki500.At the end of 24 
hours, mind you, the three 500s 
finished within one lap of each other. 

The winning Honda, from Ashtabula 
Cycle Sales, was essentially a stock 
machine. Low bars and rear set footpegs 
were added, and about two inches of 
seat padding came out so they could get 
down to it. The gearing was shortened a 
bit, and the carburetor jetting was 
enriched. Over half the field finished the 
race, but nobody else made 822 laps. 
They averaged just over 70 mph. 

Long haul road racing is a genuine 
kick, if only because there's nothing else 
quite like it. There's a lot of traffic, like 
all the time. You get to see a lot of 
other machines, either going by them or 
as they go by you. Eventually you pick 
up a good match and race with one guy 
for awhile. And with constant rider 
changes, a bike you’d been beating 
soundly comes out with super leaner 
aboard and smokes your shoes. 
Everybody should do it once a year.

Picking the ideal American ISDT 
team on paper is difficult enough; 
selecting people to ride and finding rides 
for them is often close to impossible. 
Personalities and politics are invaribly a 
part of the process because the money 
to send the teams to Europe has to 
come from the manufacturers. 

This year Don Woods, the newly 
hired Director of Competition for the 
AMA fell heir to the job a scant three 
months ago. Woods brought quite a bit 
of judgment but very little experience 
to the job. Some of what he did borders 
on genius but there are some fairly 
serious blunders as well. Let’s do some 
Monday-moming quarterbacking. 

The Trophy team is about as one 
would expect (and hope for) with one 
exception. Carl Cranke is a fine 
motocross rider who is very interested 
in ISDT. He may make a_ truly 
exceptional ISDT rider. But as yet, he 
has virtually no. experience. He has 
ridden only one qualifying round, and 
he did not ride the ISDT last year. 

The Vase “A” «team also seems to 
have only one weak spot and that is 
desert ace J.N. Roberts. J.N. has no 
equal in dry cross-country racing, but 
his experience in mud and such is 
minimal. He didn’t bother to enter any 
of the qualifying rounds and only won a 
Silver Medal at last year’s ISDT. One 
wonders why Lars Larsson, who has 
many golds from both qualifying rounds 
and the ISDT itself, and who normally 
rides a Husky, is not on the “A” team. 

These two selections though, if not 
the best, certainly do not portend 
disaster. The same cannot be said of the 
Vase “B” team. On this team though,

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The ISDT: Selection, Rejection, 
Joy and Bitterness.

the problem is not with the riders, all of 
whom are excellent, but with the 
machine chosen. Puchs have a record in 
ISDT type competition that is almost 
unmatched in mediocrity. There were 
no Puch finishers at the Bad Rock Trial, 
or the St. Louis Trial, and only one at 
the Berkshire. 

Another problem with the Puch 
selection is that none of the riders 
assigned to them normally ride Puch. 
Larsson and Stover both ride big 
Huskies normally. Tom Clark has been 
riding a Rokon and Bob Grodzinki has 
been riding a Penton. Not only will the 
riders be on bikes that they don’t know 
but for the most part they will be riding 
machines which are vastly different in 
size from those to which they are 


accustomed. 
To the question of why this 
particular machine of such proven 


incompetence and unsuitability was 
chosen for the riders of our Number 3 
team, Don Woods replied that they 
really had little choice, only Yankees 
and Puchs were offered for the Vase 
“B” team, If so, it is a sorry reflection 
on the distributors of other makes in 
this country. 

The Yankee Manufacturer’s 
offers another cause for concern. 
Yankee undoubtedly has one of the 
finest teams of riders to be found 
(Cutler, Eames, Vincent and Lathem) 
but Yankee is suffering from a split 
personality. They market Ossa in this 
country but they are also trying to seil 
their own Yankee motorcycle. Their 
team — on the Ossas — has done 
superbly, both in the qualifiers and in 
the Six Days, where they collected two

‘golds and a silver. But then Yankee 


decided that they wanted to push the 
Yankee motorcycle and started their 
team riding the Yankees in the 
qualifiers. 

But their margin of success was so 
slender, they realized that it was 
foolhardy to try riding them in the Six 
Days. According to rumor, two and 
perhaps all of the team threatened to 
resign unless they were permitted to 
ride the proven Ossa in the Six Days. 

Instead of bowing to the good 
judgment of the team, Yankee persisted, 
so we now have a situation where Barry 
Higgins, a motocross rider with no 
particular ISDT qualifications is riding a 
Yankee (Which is a totally unfamiliar 
machine to him.) in company with Dave 
Eames and Charlie Vincent. Dave 
Lathem, who on the strict basis of 
performance, is one of our top ten ISDT 
riders, has no ride at all and Don Cutler 
is riding an Ossa on a minor club team. 

The only redeeming factor in this 
sorry triumph of money over principle 
is that this team does give us an entry in 
the big bike class where the only serious 
competition is BMW with its team of 
giants. Surely though, if the Yankees 
must be ridden, it should be Cutler and 
Lathem on them, not only because they 
know better than anyone else, but 
because they worked so hard to qualify 
them. Believe me, without the 
tremendous dedication of these two, 
there is no way in this world that the 
Yankees would even be considered for 
the ISDT. 

The other teams in the lineup offer 
only small cause for comment. One 
might wonder for instance why Bill 
Kain, who has ridden no qualifiers, is on 
the team. Don Woods told me that Kain 
has won seven National Championship 
enduros in a row and has virtually sewed 
up the Championship with the season 
only half over. 

If correct, that’s certainly an 
adequate qualification. Leroy Winters 
has won many medals and in addition is 
a continual source of encouragement 
and morale to the other riders. But he is 
a bit past his prime and one would 
think that one of these days he would 
accept a management position. 

Joe Carson and Bob Fielding have 
both participated in the qualifying 
rounds and done moderately well. One 
would not question their right to places 
on the team except for the fact there 
are only a limited number of spots and 
some eminently more qualified riders 
have been denied rides. 

Jeff Heininger is in a class by himself. 
He entered one qualifier, did not finish, 
has no particular distinction in any 
phase of the sport, and has not 
participated in the ISDT previously. He 
has about the same qualifications that I 
do, and we would be equally deserving 
of a spot on the team — if there were 
room for about 1100 entries. One 
concludes that he is on the team 
because his father’s name is Tom 
Heininger and that is the price for 


Webco/MIC support. That kind of 
nonsense makes a mockery of the 
qualifying system. 


We have already mentioned two 


serious omissions, Lathem and Webster. 
There are more. Dave Ekins, who has 
won several medals in the ISDT and 
who won a gold and a silver in the 
qualifying rounds, was not offered a 
spot. Dave could not only bring riding 
skill to the éffort, but invaluable 
knowledge of the techniques of winning 
that are not related to riding as well. 

And last but certainly not least, 
Bultaco was not granted a team, Bultaco 
has a far better record than Puch but 
they are not represented by even a 
single motorcycle on the American 
team. This, in spite of the fact that they 
mounted two full teams efforts and did 
rather well in, the two Oregon Trials. 
The reason for this given me by Woods 
was that he spoke to the manager of 
Bultaco’s Eastern organization and was 
told that Bultaco did not want to enter 
a team. Even if this were the case, it 
would seem that the presence of the 
two teams in the Oregon Trials should 
have prompted him to inquire further. 

This, of course, is not to excuse the 
lack of communication between the 
Bultaco Eastern and Western 
organizations. It seems to be an 
all-round foul-up that should, if 
possible, be rectified. 

On the positive side, the AMA did 
several very commendable things. We 
have an extremely strong 
Manufacturer’s Team sponsored by 
Jawa: Preston Petty, Steve Hurd and 
Gene Cannady. Preston’s had some bad 
luck lately, but if he breaks out of it, 
this team might well do the Europeans 
in the eye. Dave Mungenast, Buck 


Walsworth and LeRoy Winters are 
another strong team. 
Possibly the most imaginative 


selection was that of Don Stover of 
Northern California. Don did extremely 
well (fourth overall) in both Oregon 
Trials and was invited back East to 
participate in the Ohio round. He did'so 
and was well on his way to winning a 
gold in that event when his Husky 
gearbox locked up. Don Woods made it 
possible for him to participate in that 
Trial so that the eastern establishment 
could have a look at him, It worked and 
he is on a Vase Team. 

The FIM did not state exactly how 
many riders we would be allowed to 
enter, but it hinted that about 30 would 
be accepted. Notice that there are 36 
stated to ride. Don submitted those 
entries and told the FIM if they had to 
cut America’s entry, they should start 
with the Jawa team! This was a play 
worthy of Bobby Fischer. It would be 
very poor politics to cut a Jawa team 
when the Trials is being held in 
Czechloslovakia. Of course if they do 
we’re going to lose one of our strongest 
teams. 

Basically we have a very good team 
lineup but a few changes seem in order. 
Don Woods says that the lineup cannot 
be changed once it is submitted to the 
FIM, but those who have been around 
longer know better. Last year we came 
in fourth in the ISDT. This year we’d 
like to do better. We need our very best 
on bikes that are the best available. Any 
effort that fails in this goal would seem 
to be inadequate.

Motocross is a true sport, like any bike 
racing and we still can’t get the media to 
give us as much space nationally as golf, 
etc. Or chess. 

Right now there’s more interest in 
many circles as to how the FIM will rule 
on Ake Jonsson’s protest against Roger 
DeCoster in the 500 British Round, 
than what’s going on. in Iceland. I’m 
glad Ake is carrying his protest further, 
He’s a reasonable chap, lost the World 
Championship last year due to a 
whiskered plug of all things. It might 
turn out to be a tempest in a teapot but 
at the same time when a World 
Championship is at stake, rules must be 
upheld. 

FIM rules state quite clearly that 
there is to be no outside help if a rider is 
in trouble with his bike, and that 
includes someone even touching it.
